A Basis for Discussion 

Backed by unanimous approval of its or- 
dinance and legislative committee, city coun- 
cil will receive, next Monday, a proposal for 
the extension of the city limits of Atlanta 
that would triple the city’s area and add 100,- 
000 people to its population. 

There is little argument over the premise 
that the present city limits are a handicap 
and source of irritation to those who live with- 
in their boundaries and, likewise, to many of 
the large suburban areas now beyond the cor- 
porate limits, but whose residents are, to all 
intents and purposes, as much Atlantans as 
those who live within a stone’s throw of Five 
Points. 

Whether or not the new boundaries pro- 
posed are the most advisable should be a 
matter for wide discussion among all inter- 
ested—which means all Atlantans, both inside 
and outside the present limits. The proposal 
by the committee furnishes a basis for discus- 
sion and, thus, is an extremely valuable and 
important move. 

The plan outlined provides for a referen- 
dum on the proposed annexation before it can 
become effective, a referendum in which not 
cnly the voters of Atlanta, but all who live in 
the affected areas, properly will take part. 

There are many areas which would benefit 
by the extension of city services they do not 
now enjoy, if annexed to the city. In some cases 
the cost to the city of providing such services 
would undoubtedly be more than the gain in 
taxable property. It would mean taking into 
the city system a number of the present county 
schools. 

But it would take again into the civic fam- 
ily tens of thousands of Atlantans who are 
now denied a voice in the affairs of the city 
which is really their home, although they have 
established their residences in pleasanter sur- 
roundings away from the actual territory which 
legally bears the name of Atlanta. 

Nor must it be forgotten that, in a few 
years, this will probably be a city of a million 
souls and it would be no more nor less than 
foresighted wisdom to plan and to build for 
that expansion in advance, thus making pos- 
sible avoidance of haphazard building of com- 
munities that would soon prove inadequately 
prepared for the influx which is to come,

Defense Week 


“Defense Week” begins today, an annual 
observance fostered for years by the army and 
navy, and especially, by the Reserve Officers’ 
organizations of the United States. Surely 
never before has the week found a nation more 
defense-minded than this of ours’ today. Some 
of us differ on the best means of defense, but 
there is scarcely one who does not approve 
and support the thesis that America must 
make herself impregnable to all human attack 
in a world that has apparently gone mad in 
the worship of force. 

There is a valuable object lesson to be 
learned during the week. 

For years the Reserve Officers have tried 
to impress upon the nation the importance of 
an adequate advance preparation for eventual- 
ities—which seem so near to actuality now. 
They have struggled, through these years of 
peace and of blindness, to keep intact their 
own organizations and to keep themselves, in- 
dividually, fit and trained inthe newest modes 
of warfare so that, when the need came, they 
would be ready to do their parts of the job 
of defense. 

The value of this preparation is evidenced 
in all the training camps and contonments now 
coming into being. Largely the newly organ- 
ized units of the expanded military estab- 
lishment, the units composed of former Na- 
tional Guard and of drafted men, are officered 
by men of the Reserve Officer class and the 
smoothness with which these rapidly expand- 
ed groups are being assembled, and their pre- 
liminary training launched, is ample tribute 
to the work of these officers. 

They are doing their part, today, and doing 
it excellently. Perhaps the nation will see that 
object lesson and take it to heart, so that never 


- again will American troops go into combat 


as squadrons of green men led by green oOffi- 
ficers, some of whom had themselves received 
not more than six weeks training. 

A reserve of cumpetent officers, already 
trained, fit at any time to take over the tasks 
of training and leading a new army, is prob- 
ably the most vital requirement, at all times, 
for a nation which would live at peace but 
which will not hesitate to fight if fighting 
is necessary to preserve our own territory and 
the ideals to which we, as a nation, are dedi- 
cated.

Convicts at Work 

There must be penologists who, reading that 
Fulton county has decided to limit the work 
day of its convicts to eight hours, wonder and 
envy such a condition. For one of the greatest 
problems facing the average warden of a 
prison has always been to find occupation for 
those placed in his charge. Penologists have 
complained bitterly about the difficulty of 
controlling or aiding men who face nothing 
but long hours and days of inescapable idle- 
ness. 

Georgia, of course, has not faced this prob- 
lem so long as she has operated work camps 
for her convicts. Under the Georgia law hours 
of convict labor have been from sun-up to 
sun-down. The Fulton move is a good one 
and should result in better work and better 
rehabilitation of the convicts. For, to restore 
a man to self-respect he must be treated hu- 
manely. Which applies to hours of work as 
well as to other conditions. 

But, to repeat, many a head of a great 
prison must envy an institution which can 
reduce hours of work to eight per day and not 
have to worry about finding occupation for 
idle, restless charges.

IMPORTANCE OF BIRTH RECORDS 
(From The Oglethorpe Echo.) 

The importance of birth records and preser- 
vation of birth certificates has been stressed here 
for the past week or so. 1 

A gentleman born in Lexington 48 years ago 
is having trouble in complying with government 
red tape in order that he may hold an important 
government position all because there is no record 
of his birth in the ordinary’s office and hence he 
cannot produce a required birth certificate. 

A number of people here can and, have certi- 
fied to his birth, which they well remember, but 
that does not seem to suffice in meeting the re- 
quirements of the said red tape and it is prob- 
lematical as to whether he will be allowed to hold 
his appointment, notwithstanding the fact there 
was probably no law requiring records of birth 
or certificates thereof at the time this gentleman 
first’saw the light. 

But there is such legal requirement now and 
this case accentuates the importance of its being 
observed. Such conditions as this might arise in 
the after life of any baby born, either girl or boy. 

The legal requirements make it obligatory on 
physicians to report births to the ordinary of the 
county for registration and obtain certificates of 
birth to be delivered to parents. This require- 
ment should not be overlooked or neglected in 
any case, but is in too many instances. .- 

This oversight or neglect might have serious 
results to a baby in after life, as it is having to 
the gentleman referred to above. Parents should 
see to it that physicians meet this requirement.

Editor Constitution: Your 
championship of a secret ballot 
in today’s editorial entitled “For 


ed. 

By constitutional mandate all 
elections in Georgia are by bal- 
lot. By the same _ constitution 
eleetors must possess. certain 
prescribed qualifications and the 
general assembly is empowered to 
provide machinery to give effect 
to ,and not to defeat, the constitu- 
tional provision. 

Necessarily any system of elec- 
tions will fail without election 
managers and other officials of 
integrity and ability. Under our 
system election managers must 
permit persons whose names ap- 
pear on the registration list to 
vote, though each manager may 
know that it is included through 
inadvertence, fraud, or otherwise. 

Equally important with the free 
untrammeled expression of the 
voter is the right to contest. The 
removal of the number or identi- 
fying mark would eliminate in an 
election contest, whether in res- 
pect of candidates or issues, any 
inquiry into the legality of a vote 
or votes whére it was ascertained 
that voters were not qualified to 
vote and did. vote, and the con- 
testants could not show that with 
the improper ballots removed a 
different result would have been 
obtained, since the ballot itself, 
when identified, is the highest and 
best evidence. Without the iden- 
tifying number a voter could vote 
more than once and other irregu- 
larities could occur, with only 
criminal courts to deal with it.

Editor Constitution: We com- 
mend your editorial of February 8 
on the subject of the secret ballot. 
The number printed quarely in 
the middle of the back of each 
Georgia ballot has kept a voter 
from the polls in this state. Only 
a secret ballot secures democrat- 
ic elections. 

The board of directors of the 
Georgia League of Women Voters 
yesterday, reviewing the issues 
before the general assembly, au- 
thorized a communication to the 
senate, before which now comes 
the bill permitting removal of the 
number from the ballot. The 
League supports the bill passed by 
the house, regretting, however, 
that it is merely a permissive bill 
providing that a secret ballot be- 
comes effective only after a grand 
jury recommendation. In spite of 
this weakening aspect, the bill is 
a step in the right direction. 

Significantly enough, not one of 
the 45 states that have adopted a 
secret ballot has ever returned to 
a system of numbered ballots.

near Hodgenville at the old Rock Springs farm and see there, bee 
neath an imposing structure of marble, a small log cabin. 

It has one door. And one window. Its floor is of packed dirt. 

In this cabin, on a bed of poles cleated to a corner of the cabin, 
was born Abraham Lincoln. 

The man still lives so vividly that it is impossible to believe that 
132 years have gone since there was born in a log cabin on a 
Kentucky hillside the greatest American! 

There are those who will say he was not. There still may be 
found some prejudices, false and unworthy, staining the name of 
Abraham Lincoln. They are but remnants of the vicious slanders, 
the greatest this nation has ever known, growing out of the War 
Between the States and out of the immense hatreds and jealousies 
in the north during that period. Especially was this true of the 
second campaign. 

The south was told that he was an ape; a driveling, senseless 
idiot, the tool of vicious men. Mothers frightened their children 
with stories of the tall, ungainly and ugly man with whose face 
and figure the cartoonists and caricaturists had so much fun, 

It is not strange that some traces of prejudice remain. The 
wounds of that war heal slowly. 

But he seems to me the greatest American. In him were come 
bined the virtues of the cavalier, the puritan and the pioneer. His 
ancestry was excellent. In him was gentleness, tolerance, under- 
standing, and a patience which is past understanding. 

It is entirely possible that, had he lived, the south would not 
now know the problems which it inherited from the war and 
which have been impossible to overcome because of the war and 
the excuse it offered. The whole economic history of our section 
would have been changed and enriched had he not been killed. 

It was from this cabin, 


“TELL THAT GRANNY WOMAN” 
now housed in a marble 


building, that Tom Lincoln stepped that Sunday morning almost 
a century and a half ago and told a passing neighbor to go tell that 
granny woman, Aunt Peggy Walters, that Nancy would be needing 
help that day. 

That afternoon the mother and the baby were being looked at 
by the neighbors, who lived two miles distant. They lay there, 
the mother and the child, on the bear skins and buffalo skins which 
covered the bed and them. 

According to the ancients, there should have been strange por- 
tents that day. But there were none. It was just a baby born 
in a log hut. 

You may see the poor land today. And the little spring beside 
which the child played. They said of him it was odd how fast 
he seemed to grow out of one shirt and into another. 

There followed a hard life. There was the place on Knob 
creek. And life in a pole shed lean-to in Indiana. There was a 
little schooling and much hard work. There was some soldiering 
against the Indians. And there was the learning of law. 

There was Ann Rutledge, whom he loved. And who died and 
left him sorrowing. 

All the tremendous things of his life, all the simplicity of it; 
all the picking up of sick kittens, of kindnesses, of strength and 
weakness, are put down in Sandburg’s six books which ought to 
be read by every American interested in his history.

54 Per Cent of Voters Favor 
Bill To Aid Britain, Poll Finds

PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 11.— 
After more than a month’s na- 
tional discussion: of the President's 
lease-lend bill, surveys of public 
opinion by the American Institute 
indicate that four out of five sec- 
tions of the country are in favor 
of the bill—one of them by an 
overwhelming majority—while in 
the fifth section the division of 
sentiment is so close that the final 
verdict for that area is in doubt. 

This section is the East Central 
area, comprising the four popu- 
lous states of Ohio, Indiana, Illi- 
nois and Michigan. The section 
stands out in sharp contrast to the 
rest of the country, especially the 


south, where approval of the 


partment had merely conveyed to 
him in London an inquiry made 
by Chairman George, Democrat, 
Georgia, as to whether he could 
appear.

PHILADELPHIA BLAST 
KILLS 5, INJURES 26 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 11.—(/) 
With at least five persons dead 
and 26 injured, firemen searched 
a devastated area in the city’s 
populous Latin quarter tonight for 
possible additional victims of 
three terrific gas explosions and 
fire that wrecked a block-long 
row of homes. 

The blasts—the first at 4 a. m. 
(Atlanta time), the second at 4:15 
a. m. and the third four hours la- 
ter—hurled the front and roofs 
from four brick houses in South 
Philadelphia, cracked pavements 
wide open and sent terrified men, 
women and children scurrying 
from their hemes. 

The disaster was described by 
Herbert M. Packer, chief of the 
bureau of housing and sanitation, 
as the “worst in the 29 years I’ve 
been’ with the city.” He agreed 
with firemen and gas company of- 
ficials that the detonations result- 
ed from an accumulation of illu- 
minating gas in cellars.

Children’s Hospital 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Monday.—I am thankful beyond words for 
one quotation from Mr. Willkie on his return from Europe: “If 
we give aid to Britain we are likely to stay out of war.” I am glad 

that this is his conviction after his trip. 

On leaving Montgomery, W. Va., yesterday, 
we motored directly to Charleston, and I was 
impressed, as I always am, by the beauty of 
this state. The streams at this season are part- 
ly frozen and the hills powdered with snow. 
Yet, all through this section, on the hillsides 
and along the road, the usual sad, grimy-look- 
ing little houses make one’s heart heavy. Life 
could not be lived normally, joy could not exist 
in such surroundings. I wonder sometimes at 
the buoyancy of human spirit which rises above 
such surroundings and aspires to a better life. 

At the hotel, our rooms were filled with 
lovely flowers, which made one forget that win- 

ter still held sway outside. The press paid me a short visit and 
then we had a quiet lunch and time to go over some mail. 

After the lecture, we attended a reception at the Governor's 
mansion. I had to be reminded by Miss Thompson that, at the 
hotel, there was work to be done, .before I finally tore myself away 
at 6:30. 

The group sponsoring the lecture gave it as a benefit for the 
Morris Memorial hospital, which is a hospital for crippled children. 
When I saw it some years ago, it was only partially completed, 
but one could tell that the spirit necessary to help these children 
overcome their handicap was there. Several of the patients came 
to the lecture and afterwards to tea. One perfectly charming young 
woman, Miss Marjorie Bohan, from Ohio, is receiving treatment 
and at the same time earning her way by acting as secretary. They 
told me that everyone is devoted to her and I can well understand 
it, because she is as pretty as a picture and radiates a cheerful, 
happy spirit. 

I succeeded in finishing the mail and doing a little dictating 
before I went to the train at 10, escorted by the efficient state 
police sergeant who had watched over us all day. My respect for 
the state constabulary in every state grows as I see more of them. 
They are so competent and so thoughtful, both in matters of safety 
and in the comfort of the guests visiting their states. 

Mrs. Blackburn Watts and Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Koontz saw us 
off to the train and we woke this morning just outside of Wash- 
ington.

Second Registration of Men 
Now Under Consideration 


By Capt. Gene Morgan. 


“How about the men who have 
become 21 years of age since the 
first registration under the Se- 
lective Service law? Specifically, 
when do we register? Are we 
eligible for the draft after the rest 
of the men now registered at our 
local boards have gone into the 
Army, or may we come ahead of 
some of them?” 

The President of the United 
States will determine when the 
next registration of men eligible 
under the Selective Service. act 
will be held. When this has finally 
been determined, it will be made 
known to the nation through a 
presidential proclamation. 


National officials of Selective 
Service are now considering the 
problem presented by your last 
question. They are pondering 
ways and means of integrating the 
newcomers under a second regis- 
tration with men whose namés are 
already on the registration rolls 
of the draft boards. 


“Has the local board the right 
to draft a man into the Army who 
has the responsibilty of his moth- 
er, little sister and minor brother? 
Also he as paying off a $1,500 loan 
on their home, paying $17.50 per 
month to the First Federal Loan, 
having carried this responsibility 
for the last two years.” 

The local draft board has the 
right to classify a registraht, and 
to decide whether the degree of 
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his dependencies entitle him to 
deferment in Class III. 

“The local board should de- 
termine all questions of Class III 
deferments with sympathetic re- 
gard for the registrant and his de- 
pendents,” state the Selective 
Service regulations. 

Dependents include aé_ regis- 
trant’s parent, brother or sister, 
according to the regulations. De- 
pendents must receive from the 
registrant contributions’ to their 
support, and such contributions 
“must not be merely a small part 
of such persons’ support.”

Virginia Farm De- 
scribed. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.- 


A close friend of General Walter 
G. Krivits whose he 
apparently penned three farewell 
notes found beside body, 
pressed conviction tonight that the 
death of the mysterious little Rus- 
sian was suicide and not the work 
of the OGPU, as his attorney and 
others suggested. 

Eitel Wolf Dobert, former Ger- 
man army officer who split with 
the Hitler regime and now writes 
and Jectures in this country, said 
that Krivitsky appeared at his 
farm in the foothills of the Blue 
Ridge mountains Thursday and 
that until he left on Sunday his 
behavior indicated that he in- 
tended to kill himself. 

The notes were written on Do- 
bert’s stationery and the lecturer 
said Krivitsky had worked over 
them until 3 a. m. Sunday. The 
.88-caliber pistol found beside the 
body was identical with one Do- 
bert said he had aided Krivitsky 
to purchase in Charlottesville, Va., 
some 12 miles from the farm. 

Krivitsky came to arrange for 
his: wife and 7-year-old son to live 
at the farm, Dobert said, and the 
lecturer’s wife, Mrs. Marguerita 
Dobert, drove him Sunday after- 
noon to the hotel in Washington 
where he was found dead yester- 
day.
